From  the  Setser  Creek  crew,  Coeur  d’Alene  National  Forest,  James  Kerr  is  re¬ 
ported  missing. 

With  deep  regret  announcement  is  made  of  the  death  of  Mr.  William  M.  Aiken, 
District  Law  Officer  at  Missoula,  Mont.  Mr.  Aiken  had  gone  upon  a  hunting  trip, 
and  his  body  was  found  by  a  searching  party  on  October  5.  He  had  been  a  sufferer 
for  some  years  from  chronic  nephritis,  incurred  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  but  the  particulars  regarding  the  cause  of  death  have  not  yet  been  received  in 
Washington.  Mr.  Aiken  was  born  April  28, 1881,  at  Perthshire,  Miss.  He  served  in 
the  United  States  Army,  both  in  the  continental  United  States  and  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  from  January,  1902,  to  September,  1906.  Before  entering  the  army  he  began 
the  study  of  law,  and  after  leaving  the  service  entered  the  Yale  School  of  Law,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  honor  in  June,  1908.  He  entered  the  Forest  Service 
as  a  Law  Examiner  August  1,  1908,  and  when  the  district  office  at  Missoula  was 
established,  December  1,  1908,  he  was  assigned  to  that  office  as  District  Law  Officer. 
His  ability  and  integrity  won  immediate  recognition,  and  his  untimely  death  is  a 
shock  to  his  associates  in  the  Forest  Service. 

Mr.  William  Hovey  Polleys,  of  Missoula,  Mont.,  was  killed  early  in  August  by  the 
falling  of  a  tree  while  he  was  engaged  in  fighting  a  forest  fire  on  the  Lolo  National 
Forest.  He  was  a  volunteer  and  had  worked  efficiently  in  bringing  the  fire  under 
control.  The  members  of  the  crew  of  which  he  was  in  charge  were  in  imminent 
danger  from  a  falling  tree  and  were  saved  by  him  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  life.  Mr. 
Polleys’  service  as  a  volunteer  in  a  time  of  public  need  and  his  heroism  in  giving 
his  own  life  to  save  the  lives  of  others  entitle  him  to  a  place  on  the  roll  of  men  who 
have  died  for  humanity. 

With  deep  regret  announcement  is  made  of  the  death,  on  July  4,  of  William  II. 
Hazzard,  Forest  Ranger,  on  the  Lcadville  National  Forest. 
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SERVICE  NOTES  FOR  OCTOBER 

These  notes  contain  instructions  and  necessary  information  for  Forest  officers,  and 
will  therefore  be  carefully  read  and  kept  on  file  for  reference. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  FORESTER 

DENDROLOGY 

Regarding  California  Chaparral  Nomenclature— 

A  nomenclature  of  chaparral  has  never  been  adopted  by  the  Forest  Service  except 
in  the  case  of  some  species  listed  among  the  trees.  The  matter  will  be  taken  up  at  a 
later  date,  but  in  the  meantime  the  following  memorandum  will  be  found  useful,  as 
it  covers  some  cases  in  California  in  which  there  has  been  confusion: 

Arctostaphylos  manzanita . not  Arctostaphylos  pungens. 

Actaea  arguta . not  Osmorrhiza  nuda. 

Baccharis  consanguinea . not  Aplopappus  parry i.

Salvia  leucophylla . not  Audibertia  nivca. 

Stenotus  linearifolius . not  Aplopappus  linear  if olius . 

Symphoricarpus  racemosus _ not  Symphoricarpus  dumosus. 

Full  Data  with  Dendrological  Specimens — 

Many  dendrological  specimens  are  sent  without  full  data  to  the  Forest  Service  to 
be  identified.  It  is  important  to  give  the  fullest  information  possible  regarding  all 
specimens,  whether  of  wood,  bark,  leaves,  or  fruit.  When  the  specimen  is  collected 
from  a  tree  or  shrub  the  time  and  place  of  collection,  altitude,  character  of  soil,  aspect, 
approximate  age  and  diameter,  and  the  part  of  the  plant  from  which  the  specimen 
is  taken  should  be  given.  Wood  specimens  should  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
as  to  whether  they  were  obtained  from  a  pile  of  lumber,  articles  of  furniture,  struc¬ 
tural  materials,  finished  woodwork,  etc.  It  is  particularly  important  to  state  where 
the  wood  was  cut. 

LAW 

Damages  for  Destruction  of  Young  Growth  Awarded— 

On  September  7, 1910,  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  C.  O.  Bailey,  receiver  for  the 
Missouri  Pacific  and  Northwestern  Railway,  and  the  Title  Guarantee  Surety  Company 
involving  a  demand  by  the  United  States  of  the  value  of  timber  killed  and  injured  by 
the  negligence  of  the  railway  company,  and  the  cost  of  reseeding  certain  of  the  area 
burned  over,  was  submitted  to  the  jury  in  the  district  of  South  Dakota.  The  original 
demand  was  for  $3,728.85.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  United  States 
for  $3,659.40,  including  $1,094.40  for  the  cost  of  replanting  the  area  burned  over,  together 
with  the  cost  of  caring  for  the  trees  until  they  should  reach  the  age  of  those  destroyed. 
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The  testimony  of  the  Government  established  this  cost  at  $12  per  acre,  which  amount 
was  awarded  by  the  jury.  This  case  is  of  especial  interest  because  it  is  the  first  instance 
in  which  the  United  States  has  demanded  and  received  the  cost  of  replanting  an  area 
burned  over  by  the  negligence  of  a  railway  company. 

Mining  Claim  Does  not  Permit  Saloon  Location — 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Field  Program  and  on  August  24  last,  Judge 
Dietrich,  of  the  district  of  Idaho,  has  announced  his  decision  on  the  demurrer  of  the 
defendants  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  against  Basil  Rizzinelli  and  Charles  Rizzi- 
nelli,  for  maintenance,  in  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  of  saloons  on  unperfected  mining  claims,  within  the  Coeur  d’Alene 
National  Forest.  In  this  decision  the  court  holds  that  the  location  of  a  mining  claim 
in  a  National  Forest  does  not  authorize  the  maintenance  thereon  of  saloons  or  any 
other  forms  of  business  not  properly  connected  with  the  development  of  the  mines 
and  in  violation  of  the  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for 
the  proper  protection  and  administration  of  the  National  Forests. 

Measure  of  Damage  in  Innocent  Timber  Trespass  Case — 

On  September  7,  1910,  the  Attorney-General  advised  the  United  States  attorney 
for  the  district  of  Montana  that  the  measure  of  damages  in  an  innocent  timber  tres¬ 
pass  is  the  value  of  the  timber  after  it  was  cut  at  the  place  where  it  was  cut,  follow¬ 
ing  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  St.  Anthony  Railroad 
Company  (192  U.  S.,  524).  There  had  been  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  proper 
measure  of  damages  in  such  cases,  it  having  been  thought  that  the  Wooden- ware 
case  (106  U.  S.,  432)  established  the  measure  of  damages  in  such  cases  to  be.  the 
stumpage  value  of  the  timber. 

As  to  Refunds  in  Supposed  Timber  Trespass  Cases— 

On  June  8,  1910,  Blake  Franklin,  esq.,  Assistant  to  the  Solicitor  at  Albuquerque, 
N.  Mex.,  advised  the  District  Forester  that  a  refund  could  not  be  legally  made  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  the  act  of  March  4, 1907  (34  Stats.,  1256),  or  under 
any  other  statute,  of  moneys  deposited  in  the  Treasury  in  settlement  of  a  supposed 
timber  trespass  on  an  unperfected  homestead  entry  within  the  limits  of  a  National 
Forest  upon  it  being  later  discovered  that  the  timber  or  portion  of  it  was  lawfully 
cut.  Mr.  I  ranklin’s  opinion  was  reviewed  by  the  solicitor  on  August  17,  1910,  and 
was  by  him  sustained.  On  September  8,  1910,  the  Forester  requested  the  Solici¬ 
tor  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  his  decision. 
The  submission  was  duly  made,  and  on  September  28  the  Comptroller  advised  the 
Secretary  that  there  is  no  authority  of  law  for  the  proposed  refund. 

Fire  Trespass  Case— Complaint  Filed — 

On  July  12, 1910,  complaint  was  filed  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  eighth  district  of  Colorado  against  the  Denver,  Northwestern  and  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  recover  $5,440.04  damages  caused  by  fire  alleged  to  have  been  set  by 
sparks  from  the  company’s  engines. 
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Arrested  for  Grazing  Trespass— 

During  the  latter  part  of  August  three  herders  in  the  employ  of  William  McKean 
were  arrested  for  willfully  driving  sheep  on  the  Black  Hills  National  Forest. 
One  of  the  herders  escaped;  the  other  two  were  bound  over  for  the  grand  jury  and 
admitted  to  bail.  Warrant  was  issued  for  the  herder  who  escaped,  and  steps  have 
been  taken  to  secure  his  removal  from  Wyoming. 

Grazing  Trespass  Case  Settled — 

Fifty  dollars  and  forty  cents  was  received  from  II.  S.  and  Frank  Crittenden,  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed  for  driving  cattle  in  excess  of  their  permit  on  the  Kansas 
National  Forest. 

United  States  v.  Joe  Calscarta — 

The  defendant  was  arrested  April  27,  1910,  for  unlawfully  driving  and  herding 
sheep  on  the  Weiser  National  Forest.  He  was  taken  before  United  States  Commis¬ 
sioner  H.  J.  Devaney,  at  Cambridge,  on  April  28, 1910.  He  waived  examination  and 
was  held  to  await  the  action  of  the  United  States  district  court,  central  division. 
The  United  States  attorney  filed  an  information  against  the  defendant  September 
15, 1910.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $100. 

United  States  v.  Anestaria  Gabiala — 

The  defendant  was  arrested  April  27,  1910,  and  taken  before  United  States  Com¬ 
missioner  H.  J.  Devaney,  at  Cambridge,  Idaho,  the  following  day,  charged  with 
unlawfully  herding  sheep  on  the  Weiser  National  Forest.  He  waived  examination 
and  was  held  to  await  the  action  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  the  central 
division.  The  United  States  attorney  filed  an  information  against  the  defendant 
September  15,  1910.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25. 

OPERATION 

Making  and  Posting  of  Signs — 

Forest  officers  should,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  see  that  suitable  signs  are  provided 
for  all  trails,  roads,  and  ranger  stations.  Signs  are  particularly  important  at  the 
forks  of  roads  and  trails,  and  should  indicate  directions  and  distances  to  other  points. 
Board  signs  lettered  black  on  a  white  background  have  been  found  generally  pref¬ 
erable.  Stencils  can  be  used  advantageously  in  the  preparation  of  such  signs.  In 
some  cases  the  stencils  are  used  only  to  outline  the  letters  in  lead  pencil,  black  paint 
being  applied  after  the  stencil  is  removed.  Stencils  and  index  fingers  for  use  in  the 
preparation  of  signs  may  be  secured  upon  requisition  from  the  Property  Clerk  at 
Ogden. 

No  Fountain  Pens  at  Ogden— 

Fountain  pens  will  no  longer  be  kept  in  stock  or  furnished  upon  requisition  by 
the  Property  Clerk  at  Ogden. 

Tin  or  Granite  Ware  for  Camp  Use — 

The  purchase  of  tableware  for  use  in  camp  or  in  the  field  should,  as  far  as  practicable, 
be  limited  to  articles  of  tin  or  granite  ware. 
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Omission  of  Initialing  on  Carbons  Sent  for  Information — 

Hereafter,  carbon  copies  of  signed  letters  sent  for  information  will  bear  no  initialing, 
but  will  be  duplicates  of  the  original  letters  and  not  of  the  file  carbons.  This  rule 
will  not  apply  to  carbons  of  letters  sent  by  the  District  Foresters  to  Washington  for 
signature,  which  should' be  initialed  for  the  files  of  the  Washington  office. 

Requests  for  Binding  Forest  Atlas  Folios — 

Supervisors  who  desire  one  copy  of  their  Forest  Atlas  Folio  bound  with  stiff  covers, 
to  be  used  as  an  office  record,  may  make  request  on  the  District  Forester,  who  will 
forward  the  requests  to  Washington.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  send  folios.  These 
will  be  furnished  in  the  Washington  office,  will  be  bound  by  the  Public  Printer, 
and  shipped  direct  to  the  supervisor. 

Correcting  Forest  Atlas  Folios  — 

The  first  edition  of  the  Forest  Atlas  Folios  is  practically  completed.  The  data  for 
some  of  the  folios  were  excellent  and  will  not  require  revision  for  some  time.  In 
other  cases  the  data  were  inaccurate  and  have  been  corrected  by  Forest  officers  fn 
the  field.  Whenever,  in  the  judgtnent  of  a  supervisor,  sufficient  data  have  been 
collected  for,  and  the  needs  of  his  Forest  justify  a  new  edition  of  the  folio,  he  should 
arrange  to  send  to  the  Forester,  through  the  District  Forester,  the  corrections  and 
additions  to  the  sheets,  together  with  his  recommendations  on  the  following  points: 
(1)  What  contour  interval  should  be  used?  (2)  Should  alienations  be  shown  or  omit¬ 
ted?  (3)  Should  mining  claims  be  shown  or  omitted?  (4)  How  many  folios  are 
needed  on  the  Forest? 

In  the  case  of  many  folios  it  will  be  necessary  to  print  only  a  few  corrected  sheets. 
Supervisors  should  use  their  judgment  and  not  request  the  publication  of  new  sheets 
where  the  corrections  are  unimportant  or  when  new  data  are  expected  soon  and 
more  corrections  can  be  made  by  delaying  the  publication.  If  the  supervisor  con¬ 
templates  requesting  a  second  edition  of  his  folio  he  should  make  special  effort 
during  the  coming  field  season  to  collect  as  much  of  the  new  data  as  possible  and  issue 
instructions  to  his  rangers,  making  it  one  of  their  duties  to  correct  the  sheets  in  their 
Districts.  Corrections  should  be  plainly  made  with  Forest  Atlas  correction  ink  or 
with  red  ink.  The  correction  ink  is  five  parts  of  Pomeroy’s  yellow  and  one  part  ol 
Carter’s  crimson  writing  fluid,  and  is  furnished  by  the  Property  Clerk. 

Changes  in  Boundaries  and  Areas  of  National  Forests— 

Since  the  issuance  of  the  July  Field  Program  proclamations  have  been  signed 
changing  National  Forest  boundaries  as  follows: 

In  District  2  by  proclamation  signed  August  8,  6,075  acres  in  Wyoming  were  elimi¬ 
nated  from  the  Hayden  Forest;  by  proclamation  signed  August  10,  51,024  acres  were 
eliminated  from  the  Pike  Forest,  and  42,340  acres  from  the  Leadville  Forest,  Colorado; 
by  proclamations  signed  August  15,  348,681  acres  were  eliminated  from  the  Monte¬ 
zuma,  18,810  acres  from  the  San  Juan,  64,849  acres  from  the  Rio  Grande,  and  18,550 
acres  were  transferred  from  the  Montezuma  to  the  San  Juan;  by  proclamation  signed 
August  24, 101,602  acres  were  eliminated  from  the  Routt  Forest,  and  by  proclamation 
signed  September  26,  2,561  acres  from  the  Arapaho. 

In  District  3  by  proclamation  signed  August  24,  23,966  acres  were  added  to  and 
68,415  acres  eliminated  from  the  Sitgreaves  National  Forest,  Arizona;  110,033  acres 
were  added  to  the  Carson  Forest,  New  Mexico,  and  26,880  acres  were  added  and  128,736 
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eliminated  from  the  Jemez  Forest,  New  Mexico.  By  proclamation  signed  September 
26,  400,911  acres  were  eliminated  from  the  Arkansas  National  Forest,  Arkansas;  7,040 
a  cres  from  the  Tonto,  Arizona;  52,940  acres  were  transferred  from  the  Crook  to  the 
Tonto;  4,480  acres  were  eliminated  from,  and  149,800  acres  added  to,  the  Crook  Forest 
from  the  public  domain,  together  with  an  increase  of  134,400  acres  by  transfer  from 
the  Apache  Forest.  Aside  from  this  transfer  to  the  Crook  area  the  Apache  was  further 
reduced  by  the  elimination  of  70,376  acres. 

In  District  4,  by  proclamations  signed  August  23, 10,880  acres  were  eliminated  and 
18,330  acres  were  added  to  the  Ivaibab  Forest,  Arizona.  By  proclamation  signed 
September  26,  55,680  acres  were  eliminated  and  27,409  acres  were  added  to  the  Powell 
National  Forest,  Utah. 

In  District  5,  by  proclamations  signed  July  28,  the  boundaries  of  the  Tahoe  and  Plu¬ 
mas  National  Forests,  California,  were  changed  and  the  Eldorado  Forest  was  estab¬ 
lished  from  809,910  acres,  formerly  included  within  the  Tahoe  Forest,  and  an  addition 
of  31,701  acres  from  the  public  domain.  The  area  of  the  reduced  Tahoe  was  changed 
by  the  addition  of  125,761  acres,  the  elimination  of  8,678  acres,  and  the  transfer  to  the 
Plumas  Forest  of  19,485  acres.  Aside  from  this  transfer  the  additions  to  the  Plumas 
Forest  comprise  31,192  acres  and  the  elimination  of  1,920  acres. 

No  proclamations  were  signed  changing  the  boundaries  of  National  Forests  in 
Districts  1  and  6. 

To  date  the  total  area  eliminated  from  the  National  Forests  since  the  agreement 
between  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  3,600,285 
acres.  The  additions  made  amount  to  1,501,522  acres.  It  is  estimated  that  when 
the  process  of  reclassification  of  the  National  Forests  is  completed  the  total  elimina¬ 
tions  will  amount  to  more  than  6,000,000  acres  and  the  total  additions  outside  1  he 
six  States  of  the  Northwest  to  slightly  more  than  3,000.000  acres. 

Distribution  of  Proclamations  and  Diagrams — 

Following  is  the  present  procedure  in  issuing  proclamations  and  diagrams:  One  hun¬ 
dred  diagrams  with  proclamations  are  filed  in  the  Washington  office  of  the  Forest 
Service  and  the  same  number  are  forwarded  to  the  State  Department  and  to  the 
General  Land  Office.  One  hundred  also  are  forwarded  to  the  District  Forester  and 
the  same  number  to  the  supervisor  of  the  Forest  concerned.  Of  the  diagrams  without 
uroclamations  100  copies  are  retained  for  use  of  the  Washington  office  and  one-half 
the  balance  of  the  supply  printed  (amounting  to  either  100, 150,  or  200  copies,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  urgency  of  the  demand)  are  forwarded  to  the  District  Forester,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  supervisor.  In  case  the  supervisor’s  supply  of  diagrams  becomes 
exhausted  he  is  expected  to  make  requisition  upon  the  District  Forester.  In  case 
the  supply  of  the  District  Forester  becomes  exhausted  and  additional  copies  of  the 
diagrams,  either  with  or  without  proclamations,  are  needed,  requisition  should  be 
made  upon  the  Forester. 

Supplies  of  Proclamations  and  Diagrams— 

Supervisors  needing  additional  copies  of  proclamations  or  of  National  Forest 
diagrams  should  requisition  them  from  the  District  Office.  The  District  offices 
will  maintain  a  supply  of  proclamations  and  diagrams,  submitting  requisitions  to 
the  Forester. 
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LANDS 

Procedure  in  Conduct  of  Claims  Cases— 

Interpretation  given  certain  paragraphs  of  the  Joint  Order  of  June  25, 1910,  of  Secre¬ 
taries  Ballinger  and  Wilson,  in  reference  to  claims  contests,  in  the  field  conferences 
between  representatives  of  the  General  Land  Office,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and 
of  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor  and  the  Forest  Service,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Sep¬ 
tember  28,  1910: 

The  first  sentence  of  paragraph  1  is  as  follows: 

1.  Forest  Supervisors  will  submit  all  reports  made  by  Forest  officers  to  the  District 
Forester,  who,  when  satisfied  with  said  reports,  will  transmit  the  same  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture;  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  will  forward  such  reports  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

By  the  prevailing  practice,  when  the  report  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  is  deemed  to  be  favorable  to  the  claimant,  the  “report”  thereafter  submitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  in  the  form  of  a  brief  letter  stating  that  the  Forest 
Service  has  no  objection  to  the  issuance  of  patent.  This  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
Joint  Order,  which  requires  the  submission  of  all  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

The  second  sentence  of  paragraph  1  is  as  follows: 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  will  return  said  reports  to  the  proper 
Chief  of  Field  Division  for  notation  upon  his  records  and  for  his  approval  in  the  event 
he  finds  the  same  sufficient;  and  should  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  find  such  report 
insufficient  to  warrant  proceedings  to  hearing  or  the  taking  of  other  appropriate 
action,  he  will  return  the  same  with  endorsements,  asking  that  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  make  such  additional  investigation  as  may  be  necessary,  or  in  the  event 
he  deems  it  advisable  he  will  cause  an  agent  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  make  such 
additional  investigation. 

Under  this  when  a  Chief  of  Field  Division  finds  the  report  of  the  Forest  officer 
insufficient  to  warrant  adverse  proceedings,  he  may  communicate  directly  with  the 
District  officers  of  the  Forest  Service  and  thus  expeditiously  obtain  the  desired 
evidence. 

Paragraph  3  is  as  follows: 

3.  In  all  hearings  affecting  lands  or  claims  within  a  National  Forest,  the  Chief  of 
Field  Division  or  a  special  agent  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  District  Law 
Officer,  or  Assistant  District  Law  Officer,  will  be  entered  of  record  as  appearing  on 
behalf  of  the  Government.  The  Chief  of  Field  Division  or  special  agent  acting  as 
attorney  for  the  Government  in  any  such  case  will  control  the  Government’s  side  of 
the  case  in  any  matter  as  to  which  counsel  are  unable  to  agree,  subject  to  any  direc¬ 
tion  that  may  be  given  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  in  case  the 
matters  of  difference  are  of  such  importance  as  to  be  presented  to  him  for  action. 

This  establishes  the  relation  of  associate  counsel  between  the  Chiefs  of  Field  Divi¬ 
sion  and  the  Assistants  to  the  Solicitor  in  claims  cases  affecting  National  Forest 
lands,  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  occupying  the  position  of  senior  counsel.  It  was 
suggested  in  this  connection  that  the  time  for  the  Assistant  to  the  Solicitor  to  enter 
his  “appearance”  should  be  at  the  hearing,  since  it  would  be  impossible  in  some 
cases  to  know  before  that  time  which  one  of  the  Assistants  to  the  Solicitor  would  be 
able  to  be  present. 
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Paragraph  4  is  as  follows: 

4.  In  all  Government  cases  before  registers  and  receivers  involving  lands  or  claims 
within  a  National  Forest  the  Chief  of  Field  Division  and  the  District  Law  Officer 
shall  each  be  served  with  notice  of  all  motions,  orders,  and  decisions  required  to  be 
noticed  under  the  rules  in  cases  of  private  contests.  The  proper  law  officers  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  shall  also  have  a  right  of  appeal  from  any  decision  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  to  file  motion  for  review  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  or  take  other  like  action  in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  contestant;  and  shall 
receive  like  notices  of  proceedings  and  decisions. 

This  gives  the  Forest  Service  the  status  of  a  private  contestant  upon  whom,  and 
also  by  whom,  all  legal  papers  in  claims  contests  and  appeals  must  be  properly  served. 
It  also  imposes  on  the  local  land  officers  the  duty  of  furnishing  the  Assistants  to  the 
Solicitor  copies  of  all  orders  and  decisions.  It  was  decided  that  the  right  of  appeal, 
herein  accorded  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  was  applicable  only  to  decisions 
which  were  final  in  deciding  a  case  on  the  merits,  and  that  a  refusal  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  order  a  hearing,  after  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
has  procured  all  the  evidence  available,  on  the  ground  that  the  report  submitted  is 
insufficient,  is  in  effect  a  decision  on  the  merits,  and  therefore  appealable. 

Conflict  of  Mining  Claim  with  a  June  11,  1906,  Application— 

(Circular  letter  of  September  16. 1910.) 

Where  land  covered  by  a  June  11  application  is  also  covered  by  a  mineral  appli¬ 
cation,  the  June  11  application  should  be  suspended  until  the  claim  has  been  examined 
by  a  mining  expert,  a  report  made,  and  the  validity  of  the  mining  claim  passed  upon 
by  the  Department  of  the  Interior.  In  cases  in  which  a  mineral  application  has  not 
been  made,  and  in  which  existing  mining  locations  do  not  appear  to  have  been  made 
in  good  faith,  if  the  land  is  of  undoubted  agricultural  value  and  more  valuable  for 
agriculture  than  for  Forest  purposes,  the  applicant  should  be  informed  that  part  of 
the  land  is  covered  by  a  mineral  location,  and  that  the  listing  of  the  land  as  agricul¬ 
tural  will  have  no  bearing  upon  the  determination  of  the  questions  which  may  arise 
in  a  contest  before  the  Interior  Department  between  mineral  and  agricultural  claim¬ 
ants;  and  the  applicant  should  be  asked  whether,  under  these  circumstances,  he 
desires  to  exercise  his  homestead  right  on  the  land.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative, 
the  land  should  be  recommended  for  listing. 

Claims,  Relinquishment— 

(Circular  letter  of  August  3,  1910.) 

The  question  has  been  brought  up  recently  as  to  the  advisability  of  authorizing 
exceptions  to  the  provisions  of  Service  Order  40  in  instances  where  relinquishments 
of  entries  are  desired  which  cover  land  needed  for  ranger-station  purposes,  and  es- 
specially  where  the  Forest  Service  expects  to  pay  the  claimant  for  the  improvements 

on  the  land. 

The  wording  of  the  service  order  allows  of  no  discretionary  exceptions  on  the 
part  of  Forest  officers,  and  such  exceptions  can  only  be  made  with  the  approval  of 
the  Forester.  Therefore  when  an  exception  should  be  made  to  this  order,  recom. 
mendations  should  be  submited  to  the  Forester  with  the  reasons  therefor  in  each 
specific  case. 
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Disposition  of  Final-Proof  Notices— 

(Circular  letter  of  September  8, 1910.) 

The  instructions  contained  in  telegram  of  January  5,  1910,  in  the  following  words : 

Claims  procedure  changed  as  follows:  Take  no  action  whatever  on  proof  notices 
where  reports  are  favorable,  and  send  Forester  single  copy  favorable  report  with 
Secretary’s  letter  of  transmittal.  Procedure  in  questionable  cases  unchanged. 

are  hereby  superseded  and  hereafter  supervisors  will  return  to  registers  and  receivers 
all  notices  of  final  proof  received  from  them. 

Where  no  adverse  facts  are  known  by  the  supervisor  at  the  time  as  a  basis  for 
protesting  the  issuance  of  final  certificate,  he  will  note  the  following  indorsement 
on  the  final-proof  notice: 

No  objection  at  this  time  to  issuance  of  final  certificate— right  in  law  to  future  con¬ 
test  not  waived  should  facts  develop  warranting  charges;  report  submitted  [or  will  be 
submitted]  in  due  course  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Where  grounds  exist  for  protesting  issuance  of  final  certificate  the  notice  will  be 
returned  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  indorsed: 

Protest;  report  submitted  [or  will  be  submitted]  in  due  course  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture. 

When  the  notice  is  returned  to  the  Register  and  Receiver,  the  supervisor  will  file 
in  the  case  folder  a  record  of  the  notice  and  the  action  taken. 

(The  above  circular  is  amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph:) 

,  The  notices  must  in  each  case  be  returned  prior  to  the  date  advertised  for  .the 
submission  of  final  proof.  In  the  report  submitted  reference  will  be  made  to  the 
notice  of  final  proof,  the  indorsement  made  and  the  date  thereof,  and  of  its  return  to 
the  Register  and  Receiver. 

Settlement:  Effect  of  Eliminations  upon  Lands  Listed — 

On  October  6,  in  a  letter  to  J.  S.  Todd,  Whittier,  Cal.,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  rendered  the  following  decision: 

Referring  to  the  petition  signed  by  yourself  and  others,  requesting  that  the  lands 
listed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  under  your  application,  under  the  Act  of 
June  11,  1906  (34  Stat.,  233),  be  not  opened  at  this  time,  I  now  have  to  state  that 
inasmuch  as  the  lands  listed  upon  the  applications  of  the  following  named  applicants 
are  within  an  area  which  has  been  eliminated  from  the  National  Forest  area  by 
Presidential  proclamation  of  July  1,  1910,  the  lands  so  listed  will  not  be  restored  to 
entry  under  the  Act  of  June  11,  1906,  for  the  reason  that  they  will,  after  due  publi¬ 
cation,  be  opened  to  entry  under  the  various  public  land  laws.  *  *  * 

The  dates  for  the  opening  of  the  said  lands  to  settlement  and  entry,  respectively, 
have  not  as  yet  been  set,  but  they  will  be  opened  to  settlement  30  days  prior  to  the 
date  on  which  entries  may  be  made  thereof.  In  view,  however,  of  the  fact  that  the 
lands  above  described  were  listed  with  this  Department  and  are  a  matter  of  record, 
the  applicants  will,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  this  Office  dated  November 
28,  1908,  to  the  Register  and  Receiver  at  Durango,  Colorado,  be  allowed  a  preference 
right  of  entry  of  the  lands  so  listed.  Such  applications  should,  however,  be  filed  in 
the  local  land  office  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  lands  will  become  open  to  entry 
under  the  various  public  land  laws. 

Papers  to  Accompany  Drafts  of  List  Letters— 

Drafts  of  letters  submitted  to  the  Forester  proposing  to  list  for  an  applicant  under 
the  act  of  June  11, 1906,  a  smaller  area  than  was  applied  for  should  be  accompanied 
by  an  explanation  as  to  why  such  reduced  area  is  recommended,  together  with  a 
statement  that  the  applicant  accepts  the  findings  of  the  examiner  and  wishes  to  enter 
the  tract  recommended  for  listing.

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 

Office  of  the  Secretary, 

September  23,  1910, 

Hereafter,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1911,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and 
thereafter,  provided  Congress  shall  made  the  necessary  appropriation  or  authorize 
the  payment  thereof,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  pay  the  following  rewards: 

First.  Not  exceeding  1250,  and  not  less  than  $50,  for  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person,  in  any  United  States  court,  on  the  charge  of 
willfully  and  maliciously  setting  on  fire,  or  causing  to  be  set  on  fire,  any  timber,  under¬ 
brush,  or  grass  upon  the  lands  of  the  United  States  within  a  National  Forest. 

Second.  Not  exceeding  $100,  and  not  less  than  $25,  for  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person,  in  any  United  States  court,  on  the  charge  of 
building  a  fire  on  lands  of  the  United  States  within  a  National  Forest,  in  or  near  any 
forest  timber  or  other  inflammable  material,  and  leaving  said  fire  before  the  same  has 
been  totally  extinguished. 

Third.  All  officers  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  barred  from 
receiving  reward  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person 
or  persons  committing  either  of  the  above  offenses. 

Fourth.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  payment  of 
any  claim  for  reward  when,  in  its  opinion,  there  has  been  collusion  or  improper 
methods  have  been  used  to  secure  the  arrest  and  conviction  thereunder,  and  to 
allow  only  one  reward  where  several  persons  have  been  convicted  of  the  same  offense 
or  where  one  person  has  been  convicted  of  several  offenses,  unless  the  circumstances 
entitle  the  claimant  to  a  reward  on  each  such  conviction. 

These  rewards  will  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  giving  the  information  leading 
to  such  arrests  and  convictions  upon  presentation  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
of  satisfactory  documentary  evidence  thereof,  subject  to  the  necessary  appropriation, 
as  aforesaid,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Applications  for  reward,  made  in  pursuance  of  this  notice,  should  be  forwarded  to 
the  Forester,  Washington,  D.  C.;  but  a  claim  will  not  be  entertained  unless  presented 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  conviction  of  an  offender. 

In  order  that  all  claimants  for  reward  may  have  an  opportunity  to  present  their 
claims  within  the  prescribed  limit,  the  Department  will  not  take  action  for  three 
months  from  date  of  conviction  of  an  offender.
